My mind was filled 
with sentiment and romance, for I was a. dreamer 
by birth and had inherited a love of literature 
and language, poetry in particular, which 
amounted to a passion. - But all this is not 
of which I wish to write most fmpressively, for 
it is with no desire to exploit my own individual 
successes or failures, but to give if possible, 
the word of advice; the well-timed warning 
which, alas! was denied me when I most needed

Young mothers, don’t make trouble for yourselves 
by reading to your children nights until they fall 
asleep... In years to come there may be plenty of 
mending or sewing to be done after the little folks 
are put to bed. There might be shopping that had to 
be done. I have seen mothers try and try to get away 
from big children because they would not go to sleep. 
It’s nice to sit down and rest a bit after dinner; read 
while they, start to take their nap. 

When you go to the city instéad of buying candy to 
take home, invest in patent clothes pins (two dozen 
for a dime). They can’t blow off the line, the spring 
acts the same whether goods are thin or heavy; they 
don’t stain the goods like the old kind. If you want 
the children to keep track of their overshoes, put a dif- 
ferent colored tape for each child on one of the 
pins and hang pin up behind kitchen door or in cellar 
way. They think it fun to snap the pin on the two 
rubbers. 

Wash infant flannels, dry in kitchen and pull in 
shape, but don’t iron. Hang out of doors in sun to 
air. 

With each baking of white bread, make one loaf 
of rye, whole wheat, graham, cinnamon-byns or split 
rolls and see the children dance around and ask for 
more. ~ 

Those who like mySdlf have to buy everything they 
use except water, can cut their lard bill sf getting 
flank fat and rendering it out in oven. t makes 
the richest pie crust and is good to fry with. For 
frying potatoes I add ham or bacon fat or even sausage 
grease. 

A good breakfast dish is mush with loose sausage 
or fat beef from steak or roast chopped fine and added. 
Slice, dip in flour and fry brown. 

For car or sea sickness get a ten cent bottle of 
soda mints. You will find pleasure in your trip. 

To the shut-ins who do drawnwork for sale, try mak- 
ing lawn cap strings for baby’s bonnet. If folks want 
cheap ones, do the heming by machine or hand in- 
stead of hemstitching and add one to three rows of 
work at bottom. 

I have a tube of blue-print paper to print pictures. 
Will send a bunch to some shut-in. On the back of 
each will state where taken. When they have looked 
at them a week they are to pass them on to another 
shut-in. Would have to pick out the names that 
could afford the postage. 

Can’t other sisters with a camera do the same? 
Seems to me one lot of prints would do lots of good. 
We that are well and can come and go, like to look 
at new pictures.

Will yeu allow an old admirer to add a few hints 
‘ on the **Best way of doing things around the home;’’ 
also tell you how to make the lunch basket look better 
and more appetizing? ; 

First then, let me say there are three important 
things to keep strictly in mind to lighten the work 
about the house and they are: ‘‘A place for everything 
and everything in its place,’’ ‘‘don’t half Kill yourself 
cleaning and scrubbing only to turn about and dirty 
up again,’’ and last ‘‘don’t be all day doing what 
you can easily and with a little forethought do in 
an hour.’’ «* 

If you are without a kitchen cabinet, you can save 
yourself a great many steps by putting up a nice shelf 
directly over your kitchen table, and on this shelf 
keep all sorts of articles needed in everyday cooking, 
such as baking powders, soda, salt, pepper, lard and 
spices. Keep these set up nicely in a row and if each 
be kept in empty baking powder cans and a label 
pasted on the front, you can reach up and put your 
hand on the article wanted instead of going across 
the house for each separate article. . The lard can 
be kept in a stone jar, but lacking. this, a tin syrup 
pail or granite pail bought for a few cents and having 
a tight lid will do admirably. Then under this shelf 
you can, with the aid of a few nails and three or four 
narrow strips of board or laths, make a wall crate 
for your pie-and-cake plates, also lids for the vari- 
ous kettles used in cooking. These can all be ar- 
ranged in a row and if kept bright and clean add to 
the attractiveness of the kitchen. Then have a little 
shelf right over or beside the stove for coffee, tea, 
salt and pepper and see how easy it will be to 
reach them, and last but not least, don’t take down 
every article on the shelves and set them down; put 
each back in its place as soon as used from. 

And then don’t take your hands, nor the dishes 
from the dishpan and drain them across the fresh- 
ly serubbed floor, and don’t take the hands from the 
washbowl and let the water drip across the floor 
to reach the towel hung on a nail or roller in some 
out-of-the-sight place. Hang the towel beside the 
van, and see how much longer your floor stays 
clean. ! ; ‘ 

Now if you all think I have said enough or too 
much I’ll tell you. that anyone having to put up 
lunches year in and year out certainly have a hard 
problem to face. I haye faced it myself for four 
years, putting up lunches for my husband. If the 
sisters will boil the meats and slice them cold and 
make sandwiches, they will find their troubles some- 
what overcome. Then there are the jellies, jams and 
good butters, also relishes and preserves, all of which 
make excellent spreads for sandwiches. Then there are 
eggs fried and hard boiled which if sliced across and 
laid between bread sprinkled with salt and pepper 
taste tener 7 a a little onion minced fine im- 
roves them i ed. 

* And to help along make the sandwiches small and 
after lining the basket or pail with tissue or oiled 
paper taken out of the empty cracker boxes, lay in 
the sandwiches, then pie, fruit or cakes and cover over 
with the same paper and see how much better your 
lunch tastes than if thrown in any way an dcovered 
with a piece of newspaper hastily crushed down over 
the eatables, and if you would be real dainty, wrap 
each sandwich’ in the thin paper and place carefully 
in the basket. : 4

Add gradually. while stirring, one 
cup of milk, one egg well-beaten and one teaspoonful 
of warmed butter. Fill gem tins two thirds full and 
bake twenty-five minutes.

PoTATo BreEeR Breap.—Make your starter two days 
before baking as follows: Pare two medium-sized po- 
tatoes and grate. Use one handful of hops, or a 
sprig of tansy (I like tansy best) in about a pint 
of boiling water and let steep a few minutes. When 
nearly cold strain onto potatoes and add two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar and one of salt. When lukewarm 
add a yeast-cake, which has been soaked in a few 
spoonfuls of lukewarm water. 


BREAD.—Boil and mash five potatoes and add two 
large batter spoonfuls of sugar and one of salt and 
pour in potato water and stir thoroughly. In the eve- 
ning add the ‘‘starter’’ already prepared. Sift five or 
six quarts of flour into your dough tray or pan. Save 
out one quart can of the beer for next time. Strain 
the remainder into the flour and mix. Let rise, then 
knead and make into loaves. Rise in the pans and 
bake one hour. 

I usually make my beer in a gallon crock, using 
water enough to make it full, which will make six 
loaves and a pan of biscuits. 

Grate a raw potato into the ‘“‘starter’’ every three 
or four bakings and it will not sour, or ‘‘run out.”

Dear Mrs. WILKINSON AND SISTERS: 

It is now a year since I wrote my last letter to 
you, and since that time I’ve had various experiences. 

_Last winter my husband took up a homestead in 
Alta, Canada, and in the spring we moved onto it 
after selling the most of our household goods and 
other things which we could not take along. But 
I had not been there long before I failed in health, 
both the water and climate disagreeing with me. Final- 
ly I was obliged to return to Minnesota, and I am feel- 
ing well again and gained fifteen pounds in weight in 
two months. 

But you can realize that I am very lenely when I 
tell you that my husband is out there yet holding 
the claim, while I am here on our little farm place 
all alone save for ovr little son six years old, and 
without near neighbors. 

I now think that people are very unwise to go to a 
new country, take up a homestead and imagine they 
are going to get rich, because I can assure you that 
they have to pay dearly for it, if they value their 
health and time, and especially those that have a 
little home and start already. In a few years anyone 
can go out and buy these lands when the homesteaders 
have ‘‘proved up,’} as there are lots of them I am 
sure that will sell for a reasonable price, thinking 
they have made some money; and I suppose they have, 
but it was certainly hard earned. 

I only hope that my busband will make up. his 
mind to come home again, as I can’t live out there and 
it is dreadfully lonesome here—so all alone. I have 
kept myself busy knitting stockings to sell and trying 
to make my living that way. But soon there will be 
little sale for them, and I shall be more lonesome 
than ever as I won’t have anything to busy myself 
with. Perhaps some of-you sisters will send me some 
quilt pieces of any material you may have on hand. 
They would help me very much, as well as some let- 
ters from you who have time to write. I will. answer 
all who inclose stamp, as my pennies are scarce just 
at present. 

I have read so much about poor old people not hav- 
ing a home or a place to stay. If there was one 
near here I would be glad to have her come and live 
with me. I think it would be pleasant to have an 
old lady, or a young one, it. doesn’t make much 
difference, if we liked each other. Next summer I 
shall try to raise chickens and will be quite busy out 
around, then it would be help to me as well as com- 
pany to have someone like that, and if any of you 
readers know of anyone that is alone in the world 
or has a hard time making their living, write to me 
and probably we can help one another,

I get so much information 
and useful hints, also recipes which I do not fail to 
make use of. 

I am a young housekeeper twenty-two years old and 
about: five feet tall with brown hair and eyes, ahd 
dark complexion. Have one of the best husbands and 
a sweet baby boy eight months old. He is so much 
company to me when my husband is away at work. 
We live in the country and I get very lonely in the 
winter. In summer I care for a large garden and a 
good one. I can all kinds of fruit, make jellies, 
preserves and butters. We also had an abundant crop 
of summer apples which I dried. So with my _ house- 
hold duties I am kept busy im the summer. Wish the 
Comrort sisters could see in my larder all that I 
have in store for the long winter months. 

In my family there are father, mother, nine sisters 
and three brothers, so you see we could not all stay 
at home, and I never had a desire to work in a 
factory, for I thought I could not be a perfect house- 
keeper if I worked in a factory all the time. So 
I have always lived at places where I did a great 
deal of cooking and have had quite an experience 
in housekeeping. I have a place for everything and 
keep it there. When I want it I can go in the darkest 
place and get it. I think a great many housekeepers 
show lack of system and management in their house- 
hold affairs and should be more interested. 

The following hints may prove useful: 

Never slam the oven door when baking cake or 
bread, it is apt to make it heavy. . 

Paraffine can be used the second time to cover 
jelly with if it is washed clean and melted together. 

For burns quickly apply baking soda. 

To hasten the growth of ferns,’ palms or lilies, 
pour one tablespoonful of Castor oil around the roots. 
It will also add greatly to their appearance. 

When washing windows put a few drops of kerosene 
in the water. 

For a bad cold, take ten or twelve drops of kerosene 
(coal oil) on loaf sugar every three or four hours; 
also rub the chest and neck with it. 

For croup, give same treatment, only smaller doses, 
according to age of sufferer.

Dear Mrs. WILKINSON AND SISTERS: 

Will you allow me to enter this great circle. with my 
budget of helps? 

To Mrs, M. E. Harkrader, who wants to earn some 
money as she is left alone. I think that poultry rais- 
ing is the easiest way of making money that I know 
of. I have a nice flock of Barred Plymouth Rocks 
that run around the place, costing but very little, 
while the income from them is large. Raising chickens 
for the market pays less than selling the eggs. Any- 
one can make money by selling their eggs at seven- 
ty-five cents: a setting, and those having a flock of 
pure strained hens can get from one dollar and fifty 
eents to five dollars a setting. 

Here is a recipe for washing clothes which does 
not require rubbing. I paid five dollars for it and 
would not take twenty-five and do without it.. Five 
pounds of borax, one pound of lye, one half ounce of 
indigo. Pulverize and mix this well, let stand one 
and one half hours and mix again, when.it is ready 
for use. 

When washing, take water enough to cover clothes 
and enough of the washing powder to turn the water 
blue. Soap of any kind to make a good suds. Now 
put the clothes in and let soak a few hours. Have 
a boiling suds prepared as you did to soak them in 
and let boil one hour. Stir well while boiling. 

Sisters, if any of you would send me pieced quilt 
patterns from any kind of goods, I would be very 
grateful. I also would like a few rose slips or any 
kind of a bulb that requires no protection from the 
cold weather. I have red and canary yellow canna 
lilies and would like to add to my variety of colors. 

A delicious and wholesome dessert is made by _ slic- 
ing one pint of bananas. Take one pint of cream, 
with half a cup of sugar and beat until it thickens and 
pour over banana. ;

Should 
my lungs need any attention maybe I could ship 
them out to you, and you could hang them up 
on the back fence until they were in first-class 
shape, then ship them back to me. I would like 
to come.myself, but walking is not good at this 
time of the year, and I have not owned a pair 
of shoes for nearly fourteen years.

Dr. William Osler, the great physician says: 
“When tuberculosis is limited to an apex in a man 
of fairly good personal and family history, the 
chances are that he may fight a winning-battle 
if he lives out of doors in any climate, whether 
high, dry and cold, or low, moist and warm.- 
The cure of tuberculosis is a question of nutri- 
tion ; digestion and assimilation control the situa- 
tion. ake a patient grow fat, and the local 
disease may be left to take care. of itself.” 

Now let me give you the experience of a man 
who had inherited a rugged constitution and was 
also blessed with good digestion. This man was 
taken with tuberculosis, or in other words con- 
sumption. He had money and good medical ad- 
vice, and thus had practically no worries outside 
of his physical condition. He went West to New 
Mexico, and spent four and a half years there. 
Sometimes he seemed to get the better of the 
disease, and sometimes it seemed to get the bet- 
ter of him. At last he realized that the disease 
was weening out. A specialist advised him ta 

oO back to his home in Vermont, and go to. bed- 
n the open. air and stay there. This was in 
October, 1908. He did as the doctor .ordered, 
ate the same food as the rest of the family, and 
took in addition’ several pints of milk and six 
raw eggs daily. He improved with marvellous 
rapidity. By the middle of May 1909 his weight 
had increased from. one hundred-and thirty to 
one hundred and eighty pounds, and his cough 
had almost entirely disappeared. Three examina- 
tions of his sputum by a bacteriologist faied to 
reveal the presence of any tubercular bacilli. 
Rest and fresh air snatched this man from the 
rave. He had been afflicted with tuberculosis 
Or nearly five years and both lungs were badly 
involved. If fresh air and rest could do that 
for a case of five years’ standing, think. how 
quickly this treatment would help an incipient 
case. Here is something else that is very inter- 
esting. A prominent physician advises those suf- 
fering from tuberculosis, or those who are: run 
down and debilitated from disease, to drink 
large quantities of milk strippings, that is fresh 
cream. The very last of the milking, whith is 
all cream should be used. Of course a great deal 
depends on selecting a Looped cow. A Jersey 
cow is best. The milk should be taken hot from 
the cow immediately after milking and before it 
has had time to cool.

‘Those peeple who go West 
and who have an idea that they can regain their 
health while } Aspe * had better stay home, for 
it cannot be done, Manual labor undoes all the 
good work the climate is trying to do. As I have 
already shown, absolute rest alone will enable a 
man to throw off consumption, but I advise every- 
one of you whether you have consumption or not, 
to always sleep with the window open at night, 
no matter how cold it may be. So many péople 
= up in the morning and complain that they 
eel more tired than when they went to bed at 
night. That’s because they have been sleepin 

in a stuffy room without proper ventilation, an

» ITH the coming of the new year 
our attention should be centered 
on the.birds which are to provide 
the eggs fem future hatching. 
Select the very best hens you own, 
& ‘ and when possible, separate them 
from the rest of the flock and then’ get good male 
birds to mate with them. If you are keeping 
the heavy breeds, such as Rocks, ’Dottes, Reds 
or. Orpingtons, it is useless to allow more than 
Seyen hens to run with one rooster, but if you 
have not enough houses or compartments to en- 
able you to make up a number of small flocks, 

must practice the DN twenty lan, which 
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you 
means shufting up fifteenNer fwenty_-hens in one 
house in the yard, and getting-threé roosters to 
run with them. Keep the roosters in a small 
coop with a yard attached so that they can have 
plenty of exercise, and change the rooster each 
‘week. If you have_twenty hens, three males will 
have to be kept; then each will have two weeks’ 
solitary confinement between visits to the hens. 
It is never wise to allow two male birds to run 
with hens at the same time, when they are re- 
stricted to yard space, because one is sure to be- 
come ~ and have favorites among the hens. 
But" changing them alternately, favoritism is 
entirely done away with, and all-the eggs are 
pretty sure to be fertile. : 5 

If you want to add ducks, geese, or turkeys to 
your poultry stock, don’t lose any time in buying 
them, for birds of all kinds need time to settle 
down in new places, before the setting season be- 

ins. Geese are early layers, and faithful to 
their homes, so they are really not much good 
if moved after January. In buying geese, remem- 
ber that the birds should be two or three years 
of age, as all eggs laid by young geese are usually 
“not much good for incubation. They hatch poor- 
ly. and the goslings are undersized and weakly. 

Turkeys may be bought as late as March, and 
if the hens have been running with a small flock, 
headed by a good tom, the eggs will be fertile, 
even if you have no gobbler. 

AS many aS five ducks may run with one 
drake. Be careful about gathering and keeping 
eggs of all sorts, for if they become chilled, they 
are ruined for hatching. Be very vigorous about 
fighting vermin. Give the hens a thorough dust- 
ing two nights a week for three weeks, and put 
fresh, dry earth into the boxes they use for dust 
baths; for the freer from vermin” you can get 
the breeders, the cleaner and healthier will the 
chicks be. k

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L. E.—I would like to ask you to print in the 

columns of ComMrorT the best way of prevent the 
young chicks from getting lice; also. how to disinfect 
and keep the henhouse clean. What breed of chick- 
ens would you recommend for laying purposes for 
Southern Ohio. * This climate in fall, winter and 
spring is rather changeable. Would the _ roos 
house and scratching shed be better to join each other 
How do you pack eggs in wheat bran for winter use 
if they are kept in the coolest part of the cellar? 
How long will they keep that way? In feeding mash, 
is it a good idea to mix sand in it? 
. A.—There is really no sovereign remedy for prevent- 
ing lice on chicks. The only thing is to keep your 
hens as clean as possible. Fill a flour dredger with 
Dalmatian powder; hold the birds by their feet, 
heads down, and shake well into the feathers, especial- 
ly the fluff around the under part of the body and the 
thighs. Repeat twice a week for three weeks, and 
then every three months. Whenever a hen is about to 
set, povcer her; the last time about two days before 
the hatch is due; then once a. week while she is 
Whitewash the walls and ceil- 
ing of the house, and paint off the. perches every 
morning with kerosene. 


D. O. J.—Can you kindly advise me about my 
chickens? The old hens—part of them—stay on 
the roosts until nearly noon eyery day; and have 
been for the last three months, and when they go to 
water, make a peculiar noise like ‘‘pit,’’ or rather a 
They seem to have a very good appetite, but 
don’t lay any eggs, and have yellow droppings. I 
have had some experience in poultry; have helped 
attend to chickens all my life, and I pronounce the 
case roup.. Can you give me any information as to 
a cure, which I would appreciate. The last hatch- 
ing of my little chicks seemed to do all right for 
about a week, then they swelled up as tight as could 
be, and ran on one leg. They must be diseased from 
the bird that laid the eggs, I cannot solve the mystery, 
but I certainly would appreciate any help you conld 
give me through Comrort. I have tried sulphur with- 
out relief. 

Ax—You don’t say how you feed, or how old the 
birds are. I think it is ‘indigestion and internal fat 
rather than roup. Old, lazy hens are y apt to 
have asthma or bronchitis. Try not feeding anything 
until about ten A. M., then only oats or wheat scat- 
tered in deep litter, so that, they will have to scratch 
and work hard to get it. Do you keep a constant 
supply of sharp grit before them? Write again, and 
give me more specific information. Meantime, use 
the Douglas mixture. 


S. C.—As I am an old subscriber to Comrort, and 
am interested in the poultry column, I will ask for 
help. ~My chickens have something like diarrhea, and 
a white water, looking frothy, from the nose. I have 
treated them for roup. I gave them Douglas mixture, 
It was made by mixing water, one gallon, and com- 
mon copperas, one pound, and sulphuric acid, one half 
fiuid ounce, and I gave it in their drinking water, but 
it has not done them any good yet. My chickens have 
free range and plenty of gravel. I have a good dry 
chicken house. I feed them corn once a day. They 
run in the orchard. It is planted in peas and oats. 
Plenty of fruit on the ground from May until October. 
Do you think the fruit would be likely to cause the 


trouble? I am also troubled with little black fleas. 
Can you tell me how I can kill them off? They will 
get on young chickens and kill them, but find 


that butter will run them off their heads, but they 
will get on the chickens again, and I don’t know what 
to do for them now, so I have come to you, hoping to 


get help.

. C. A.—lI have a flock of chickens of all kinds; 
about sixteen now. Have had more, but have killed 
About a week ago one of my two-year-old 
hens died of something; I can’t tell what it is. I will 
try to describe it to you. She was all right at night, 
as far as I could see, but in the morning she was 
very wet about her head, over her back and under 


feet long for them to run in, and once in a a : 
I spaded up this 
and I gave 
stuff and cabbage and lettuce, but noth- 

pe and just as we eat it. This 
time last year started to give corn meal scalded, 
and when it is cold, I put a little red pepper in with 


it. Sometimes I grind up some fresh meat that 
has been boiled and mix in with it. They laid good 
all last winter and up to this past June. I white- 
washed the coop, and have been putting the birds in 
water that has creolin in it since I saw they were 
getting worse. I had two cases yesterday. It started 
as a small spot under one of the wings, and looked 
and smelled very badly. I take away the sick ones 
and keep them. by themselves. Spots of matter appear 
on the combs, and they get black in places. Can you 
tell me what it is? They had some red bugs which 
looked like bedbugs, but I got rid of them by put- 
ting on some fowl powder and lard, and we white- 
washed the coop. It is a small coop, but fifteen 
large chickens stayed in it all last winter, and did 
well too, so it can’t be the coop. It has fresh air 
through screens at the winiows. On cold nights we 
put up a burfap bag to keep off draughts. They are 
all getting the disease, I am afraid; can you tell me 
what to do? Please write and oblige me. What 


is the trouble when little chickens drop their wings | 


and soon. die? I. lost thirteen. or fourteen this summer 
when they were about three or four weeks old. I 
had good luck with only one setting, that one I got six 
chicks from. 


A.—I should think that the birds have been poisoned, 
and that the moist appearance of the feathers is 
caused by perspiration caused by pain. “In no other 
way can I account for the birds looking as if boiling 
water had been thrown over them. If no more are 
attacked, try giving them a small dose of olive oil, 
or scalded milk which has been allowed to cool. 
Want of vitality will cause little chickens to droop 
and die when about two weeks old. Have your 
birds become inbred? hat is often the cause of the 
trouble. Are you sure that the hen which brooded the 
chicks was free from lice? These pests kill many 
small chicks. 
ters through the mail. 


D. W. P.—Won’t you tell me in next issue of Com- 
ForT what to do for my chicks? I have about twenty- 
five. Their legs and feet are covered with warts. I 
see some of them are gaping. If you can inform me 
what is the cause, and what to do for them in the 
next number of ComrortT, you will confer a favor. 

A.—Wash, feet and shanks in warm suds, _ then 
rub with ecf&arbolic salve. Repeat once a day for a 
week. If you think the birds have gapés, make 
some tobacco tea; and pour half a teaspoonful down 
their throats. 


Note.—Letters received about Rhode Island Red 
eockerels have been attended to, but as there were 
about twenty of them, I am afraid that many of you 
will receive no answers. 


I wish that I could get our subscribers to keep 
records of their birds this winter, noting just how 
they care for them, what they feed. and how many 
eggs the birds lay.

A Skating Sail 


Skating is exhilarating sport, but letting the 
wind drive you over the shiny surface of a lake 
or large pond is several degrees more enjoyable. 
It has been my earnest effort to design a skat- 
ing sail that any boy of ordinary intelligence 
can make and use, and also to keep the cost of it 
down to a point where it might be said to cost 
nothing. I believe I have come pretty close to ac- 
complishing this and I want every ComMrorT lad 
to try the plan. Get ten lineal feet of yard-wide 
canvas and cut it from corner to corner as in Fig. 
1, sewing it up in triangular form as in Fig. 2. 
To keep the canvas spread out two sticks are 
used, one six feet long that goes across the top 
of Fig. 2, the other ten feet long that goes along 
the dotted line in the same cut. Bamboo fishing 
rods are good for this purpose on account of 
their lightness and toughness. Fig. 5 shows how 
the shorter pole is lashed to the edge of the 
canvas. Note the hem that goes all around the 
edge and the light rope that is threaded through 
it. Fig. 3 shows the corner arrangement and Fig. 
4 shows how the two poles are held together at 
“X.” <A little experience will show you the best 
way to hold the sail to get the benefit of the

—lIndeed, I think you are having a real hard time, 
but let us see if we can’t stop your hair coming out 
and banish that horrid dandruff. To remove dandruff 
saturate the head and hair with sweet almond oil 
the night before a shampoo. It is best to tie your head 
up in a towel before slipping into bed as otherwise 
the bedeclothes will become soiled. Next morning 
wash your hair thoroughly in warm water, using the 
following shampoo: 


Soap Jelly Shampoo 


Pare one cake of Castile soap into three cups of 
water to which has been* added one teaspoonful of 
powdered borax. Boil until mixture jellies. Put in 
covered glass jar and use as wanted. 


When the hair has been rinsed free of lather and 
dried in the sun, the dandruff will have disappeared. 
A twenty minute massage of the scalp every day with 
a good hair tonic, will stop the falling out and start 
a new growth. 


Quinine Tonic for Hair 


Sulphate of quinine, twenty grains; tincture of can- 
tharides (alcoholic), two drams; extract of jaborandi, 
two drams; deodorized aleohol, two drams; glycerine, 
one ounce; bay rum, six ounces; elderflower water 
sufficient to make a pint. 


Edna.—I do not answer letters personally. There 
is no way to darken red hair to an auburn or brown 
unless you use a dye and that you are evidently too 
sensible to do. Don’t you like red hair? It is all 
the rage now and I think you are a fortunate girl.

Z., Hatta and others.—The sample root which you 
mailed’ me, is, I think, the Amole Root. Of course I 
could.not swear positively to this, but it looks just 
like what I have, so I think you would be safe 
in using it. You weigh about fifteen pounds too 
much. A good way to reduce would be to live al- 
most entirely on skimmed milk for two or three weeks. 
The average loss in fiesh on this diet would be half 
a pound a day. I certainly pity you as styes are so 
disfiguring. A good way to bring them to a head 
is to apply a warm poultice of flaxseed or bread and 
milk; lance with a fine needle, and bathe with.warm 
or hot water, following this up by applying an as- 
tringent lotion.

Corrosive sublimate, seven and one half grains; 
tincture of benzoin, one dram; water, one half pint. 


Remember that corrosive stblimate is a deadly 
poison if swallowed and do not allow it to get into 
the hands of children. It would also be well to test 
the strength of this lotion on the arm before applying 
it to the face. 

Ruth and many others.—And so you want a pimple, 
blackhead and freckle recipe! Well, I am giving a 
good blackhead lotion, herewith, but it will do little 
good unless you keep the face immaculately clean. 
This is accomplished by washing-it every night with 
heaps of soap and kot water before going to” bed. 


Blackhead Lotion 


Carbonate of magnesia, one dram; zine oxide, one 
dram; rosewater, four ounces. 3 

Shake bottle and mop on spots. Later the bulk of 
the ‘‘worm’’ may be pressed, out, after the face has 
been softened with hot water. Pimples are usually 
the result of insufficient exercise and bathing too 
rich food and constipation. If you want a brilliantly 
clear complexion you must take a daily bath, stop eat- 
ing cake, pie, candy, pudding, ice cream, etc., etc., 
and walk in the open air an hour every day. For 
constipation, take a mild vegetable or fruit cathartic. 
A good external remedy for pimpies is given below: 


Pimple Lotion 


Precipitate of sulphur, one dram; tincture of cam- 
phor, one dram; rose water, four ounces. 

Apply to pimple points several times a day. Wash- 
ing the face in sour milk twice daily will finally ban- 
ish faint freckles.

B., The Widow and others.—At your age the complex- 
ion is quite likely to deteriorate for two or three years, 
after which, with proper care, it should become clear 
and white again.

Now, just a word about the care and feeding 
of children. The custom of letting children eat 
anything as soon as they begin cutting their teeth, 
is exceedingly dangerous as I have proven by some 
rather sad experiences. Potatoes are almost  in- 
digestible for so young a child and_ children 
should eat but very few of them before they are 
at least three years old. Meat is hard to digest, 
and bean soups are the worst possible thing to feed 
to any child. I have known of little ones being 
thrown into convulsions from eating them. Mothers 
should always keep a small nurse’s thermometer on 
hand and if a child is feverish, ascertain the 
cause immediately. If it comes from indigestion 
give a dose of Castor oil at once and follow soen 
with a copious“ injection of warm water. Many use 
soap in it, but I never do, as soap is too strnog on the 
little bowels. Indigestion is probably the worst thing 
that can attack children and the most common. Some 
raw vegetables are all right, but potatoes are not. 

Eruptive diseases of almost any form can often 
be traced to a disordered digestive tract. Colds can 
usually be best treated by a dose of physic and a 

sweat. Another sure help in case of fever is 
to bathe the patient in warm water to which is added 
vinegar, salt and cooking soda, <A sponge bath is, I 
believe, the best. ? 

Grease the top of baby’s head to stop the snuffles 
when he has taken cold. 








Wool flannel is best for children. It is light weight 
and protects them much better than cotton.

Questions Answered 


To SHRINK SLEEVE TOPS.—M. L. C., lay top of 
sleeve over end of sleeve board or corner of skirt 
board, bringing right side of material onto board, and 
lay over it two thicknesses of dampened cotton cloth 
and press.

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‘\.—It would be impossible to say what disease is 
present as the symptoms are not sufficiently described, 
but we very much fear that the horses died of ‘‘swamp 
fever’’ (infectious anemia) which is incurable. The 
disease usually is contracted on low, wet land or wild 
land, or timber pastures. Keep horses out of such 
places and feed well on oats and bran along with best 
of hay: As a tonic give each affected horse a table- 
spoonful of Fowler’s solution of arsenic night and 
morning and after ten days, increase to three doses a 
day if found necessary. It would be best to have a 
graduate veterinarian make an investigation on the 
spot. 


BLoopy MiILK.—I have a good seven-year-old cow 
(half Jersey), that came in in May and milked splendid 
until three weeks ago when she began giving bloody 
milk (at times, clotted and stringy), from one large 
teat. She seems to have a lump inside the teat, in 
fact she has it in two of them. This same cow 
gave eighteen and one half pounds of milk night and 
morning nearly all summer. Ww. 8. 

A.—There is very little chance of recovery in this 
case as growths are present and it is usually impos- 
sible to remove them if they happen to be well up in 
the teat or udder. Bathe the udder with cold water 
twice daily and then rub in a mixture of equal parts 
sweét oil and fivid extract of poke root. Once daily 
inject into the teats that are affected half a cupful 
of warm water containing ten grains of boric acid; 
a massage thoroughly and at once strip out the 
uid. 


GREASE,—Will you please tell me what to do for 
our ten-year-old mare? She has had something like 
scratches or grease heel for some time and we can’t 
get anything to cure it. Mrs. J. C. 

A.—Buy five cents’ worth of litharge (yellow oxide 
of lead) and mix in a pint of good vinegar. Use 
thoroughly once a day for four days; then wait a 
while and repeat later if necessary. 


BUTTER WON’T COME.—Can you please inform me of 
the trouble with our cow. . She is a young heifer, ap- 
pears to look healthy, and has a fine calf. The cream 
will not make butter. It can be churned any length 
of time and butter will not come. When left to stand 
it will come to the top. If skimmed off, it cannot 
be worked together. Looks like froth. Mrs. O. D. 

I have a cow and about four months before she is 
fresh I can’t get the butter out of the milk. It will 
foam out of the churn. Please tell me what to do.

SUPPRESSION OF MILK.—I have a cow four years 
old. She gave ten quarts twice a day. At the end 
of eleven weeks she began to dry up, and in three 
days did not give any. M. H. 

A.—Change of feed, a chill, indigestion or an at- 
tack of mammitis (garget) usually ushers in such a 
condition. Physic her with a pound of epsom salts 
with half an eunce of ground ginger root and a cup- 
ful of blackstrap molasses in three pints of warm 
water as one dose. Massage the udder very thorough- 
ly three times a day and at night rub with brandy. 
Feed to encourage milk flow making dried brewers’ 
grains a part of the ration. 


Founpmr.—I have a five-year-old horse that I 
worked on a corn binder for six days. I put him in 
the barn apparently all right, and in the morning was 
hardly able to get out of the barn. He stands drawn

A.—We would not feel justified in prescribing treat- 
ment for this cow as the symptoms strongly suggest 
tuberculosis affecting the glands of the throat. Have 
her tested with tuberculin. 


INDIGESTION.—I have a retriever about three years 
old that has a peculiar illness. When he was a pup 
his forelegs were swollen in the joints, and he was 
very weak, I cured him by bathing his legs in hot 
water. Later on his eyes became bloodshot and red 
skin covered the lower parts of his eyes. At times 
he is very ugly and does not recognize me at a dis- 
tance of ten feet. When sleepy he growls quite often, 
and at times he eats very much and then again he 
will not touch it. He also barks at people, who, at 
times he is on the best of terms. G. M. 

A.—The dog had rickets to start with but geems 
to have outgrown that condition which is akin to bow 
legs in children. The inflammation of the membranes 
of the eyes is common in pampered, overfed and under- 
exercised dogs. Turn him out doors and feed him as 
suggested under same head elsewhere in this depart- 
ment this month. Bathe the eyes with a ten per cent. 
solution of boric acid twice daily any time they are 
inflamed. Any time he has a spell give him a full 
dose of physic and then starve him for two days. 


INJURED UpDDER.—I have a cow that was two years 
old:last spring. She calyed the first of May and her 
bag. was caked and sore to the touch. [I let the calf 
suckle about six weeks; the calf bunted her badly and 
then I commenced to milk her. Her udders were 
very sore. She gaye bloody milk all summer. Can 
she be cured?

STocKED LEGS.—I have an eight-year-old horse 
weighing thirteen hundred pounds that eats heartily, 
is never sick and keeps in fair condition, but has 
not the life or “‘get up’’ to him that a horse of his 
age should have. When he stands in the barn for a 
day or two his limbs swell and puff out badly. This 
goes down when he is driven. E. BP. F. 

A.—Allow the horse a box stall when in the stable 
and each time he-comes hand rub his legs dry and 
then put on derby or flannel* bandages from feet to 
knees and hocks. The bandages must be removed at 
least every six hours for a thorough hand rubbing of 
the legs. Mix together equal parts of dried sulphate 
of iron, saltpeter, powdered nux yomica, gentian root 
and fenugreek and of this give the horse a tablespoon- 
ful in his feed night and morning for ten days; then 
skip ten days and repeat. 


Bone Tumor.—I have a colt three years old. He 
has a lump on his right jaw about as large as one 
half ofa base ball. It was caused from a kick 
about sixteen months ago. a: . a 

A.—If there is a bone tumor it cannot be removed 
by external applications of medicine; but a_ skilled 
surgeon might succeed in its removal. As it may 
be merely a callous remove the hair and paint the part 
with tincture of iodine eacb other day. 


URED MULE.—I have a mule three years old. She 
ons snag in the side just behind the right fore 
shoulder seventeen months ago; the wound healed. She 
has a cough and at intervals of five or six weeks there 
comes an offensive discharge from both nostrils and 
mouth. She got pricked in her left eye one year 
ago and it has burst. : Mrs. A. S 

A.—lIt seems about certain that the chest wall was 
penetrated by the snag and the offensive odor in that 
case would be due to an abscess or gangrene of the 
lungs. There may be a sliver in the o d wound and it 
should be removed. The eye if burst will have to 
be removed by dissection. As a tonic give the mule 
a dram each of dried sulphate of iron and powdered 
gentian root in feed night and morning for periods of 
'ten days with intervals of a week between the periods. 


TARRH.—I have a cow nine years old. She seemed 
saerwcths well. Recently I noticed a discharge from 
her mouth and nose similar to a cold. Then in the tie- 
up at night there was a thick light brown discharge 
all over the crib. I bad a doctor treat her twice. 
She is better but I think it’s coming back. a 

A.—We take it that the cow has had a cold in the 
head (catarrh) and that it has been well treated.. If 
she still is affected when this reaches you it would 
be well for the doctor to give her iron tonics. If only 
slightly affected treatment need not be given as it 
possibly might have an affect upon the flow of milk.

discharge from the ear he has canker. Cleanse ear 
thoroughly with wood alcohol on a cotton batting 
swab, and then lay dog on side and fill ear with the 
following lotion: Sugar of lead and powdered alum, 
of each one dram; glycerine, thirty drops; carbolic 
acid, two drops; soft water, two ounces; shake. Hold 
the dog still until the sediment settles in his ear. 
Do this twice daily until well. For fits give fifteen to 
twenty grains of bromide of potash every fifteen to 
twenty minutes according to severity of attack. 


Tumor.—I have a sow that has a large lump or ex- 
tension on the side of her neck between the lower jaw 
and left shoulder. It doesn’t appear to hurt, but it 
is itchy for she frequently rubs it. Mrs. J. H. 

A.—A tumor no doubt is present and cannot be 
successfully removed. We would not advise keeping 
this sow for breeding purposes. 


INDIGESTION.—My cow eats well, but at times she 
turns her head to one side and licks her shoulder 
and turns around and around for a while. Then she 
seems to be all right for a day or two, when she acts 
in the same manner again. She does not lie down 
when she has one of these spells. She eats hay and 
bran and seems to be hungry. Miss M. N. P. 

A.—Turn the cow outdoors as much as possible 
and. feed generously on cornmeal, bran, gluten meal 
and a little flaxseed meal along with best of mixed hay, 
eorn fodder or silage.

Large doses of physic 
followed by stimulants in warm flaxseed tea every three 
or four hours, together with rectal injections of soapy 
warm water might relieve if given at once. 


SuppEN DEATH.—I had a driving mare seventeen 
ears old; she had been in a starved condition until 

bought her nine months ago, and had sweeney in 
one shoulder. I saw in your columns to use air blis- 
ter for same; this I did with good results. I thought 
one more operation would bring her right. As I 
finished she breathed heavily and in a few minutes 
layed down. I made her get up and led her a few 
steps to the barn, then she swayed back and forth, 
falling down, struggled a few minutes and was dead. 
She was about four and a half months old im foal, 
Could the operation have caused her death? X. Y. Z. 

A.—aAir blown under the skin could not possibly 
eause death. If on the contrary the quill entered a 
large blood vessel and the air was blown into the 
vessel death might ensue. We do not think such an 
accident possible in the operation you mention and 
no such operation ever has been advised by the veteri- 
nary editor of this paper. 


SrirrF NecK.—I have a Shetland pony five years old. 
He has a stiff neck, cannot get it to the ground. Has 
no life, seems dull, back seems a little affected and can 
hardly get him to trot. He has never been hurt, is 
sound, and was full of life at three, years old. This 
has been coming on for a year. Age Ait: 

A.—A deep-seated abscess at the poll or affecting the 
spinal column often is the cause of such a condition; 
but it may be due to rheumatism. If no abscess is 
found give two drams of salicylate of soda _ three 
times a day and continue until it impairs the ap- 
petite; then stop for a time but repeat later if 
needed. If an abscess is found it will have to be 
opened for evacuation of pus.

F. R. C., Roanoke, Va.—In our judgment the best 
climate for catarrh is that of Arizona or New Mexico, 
where the air is dry and warm, though Colorado with 
its cold, dry air is good in some cases. The chief 
object is to get into a dry climate, the drier the bet- 
ter. Some patients are sensitive to cold, and for 
that reason the warmth of the Southern latitudes is 
preferable. ‘

G. C. B., Lockhart, Texas.—Eczema is primarily 
the result of blood deficiency in part, the sufferer is 
anemic, in other words and the system must be 
brought up to standard before permanent results can 
be expected. For this only a physician in person can 
prescribe. As an external application to soothe the 
inflamed skin benzoated oxide of zine ointment is prob- 
ably the best..~ Bind it on with a bandage and make 
fresh applications several times a day. 


Mrs. F. B., Portland, Ore.—The symptoms indi- 
cate malarial condition, and if ague is at all prev- 
alent where you are located, that is probably what is 
the trouble. No doubt the wet climate of the coast is 
doing the mischief, and if you get where it is high 
and dry, your husband would have his health again. 


Z. P. D., NewsComerstown, Ohio.—Not being nat- 
urally strong, you should not. give yourself heavy 
work. Diet is very largely a matter of what suits 
you best, and if the milk suits you better than any- 
thing else, keep to it. Don’t drink it by the glass, 
but take it in mouthfuls, and keep it in your mouth 
till the saliva gets through it before swallowing. You 
might add to its nutrition by breaking an egg into it 
twice or three times a day and shaking them well 
together before taking. A little Sugar is not bad 
and is fattening. As to your bad condition of skin, 
while poor circulation of the blood has much to do 
with it, you can improve it by daily baths in hot wa- 
ter followed by cold, or cooler, if you are sensitive. 
Use a good skin soap, or Castile—get it from drug- 
gist—with the hot water and a flesh brush, but don’t 
rub too hard at first. Rub yourself dry with a rough 
towel. If you haven’t a bathroom, stand up in a 
washtub, but go all over yourself daily. Do light 
farmwork till you have got enough to buy a ticket 
for Arizona or Colorado and get out into the dry 
open air of either of those states. If you get your 
stomach right the rest of your body will follow suit. 


G. Y. S., Kingston, Tenn.—There are no specifics 
for ailing vocal cords, except temporary trouble from 
colds, and you will have to consult a physician who 
knows the throat and its parts. 


Mrs. H. H.-S., Meggetts, S. C.—A fourteen months 
child shotld be able to stand on its feet and walk 
some, unless it is deformed, as yours is not. What 
do you feed it? Have you ever let a physician examine 
it? If not, you should do so at once.
